During the flight the Air Force 
said the big tanker hit speeds of 
more than 500 miles an hour and 
flew at an altitude of m ore than 
35,000 feet. The KC-135 carried a 
crew of 19 including LeMay, Air 
Force vice chief of staff. 


The Air Force did not announce 
the flight publicly in advance. But 
some newsmen were alerted that 
it might be attempted. 
The historic flight was originat­ 
ed a s a highlight of Argentina's 
National Aviation Week.

Reporter Takes 
You Step-By-Step 
From Scene To J P 


(Editor’* Note: This is the second of a scries 
on the traffic 
ticket story in Lower Bucks County.)

‘‘When I make a pinch I make sure I’m IOO per 
cent right,” a Bensalem patrolman said. 
“We don’t have police on the roads to increase 
the township’s income,” a Middletown Township 
official said. 
A Lower Makefield peace officer said, “We’re not 
running a Gestapo or a fining machine.” 
Yet, with all the statements approximately 8,568 
tickets have been dished out this year at the rate 
of about 952 a month. 
Tickets are supposed to be written for violations, 
although more than one Lower Bucks County police 
chief and patrolman has said they sometimes aren’t. 


Some Unjust 


Peace officers say some tickets have probably 
been given unjustly. One chief said, “The officer 
might have gotten out of the wrong side of bed and 
nothing anyone could do would be right to him— 
policemen are just human, you know.” 
Police chiefs and patrolmen have also said they 
aren’t out to make arrests for arrests’ sake alone. 
“I tell my men to let the fellow go who slows at a 
stop sign but doesn’t come to a complete halt,” 
one chief said. 
“That man had caution on his mind or he wouldn’t 
have slowed,” the chief said, “and we’re after the 
man who breezes through. He’s the real menace.” 


Hate List Leader 


Number One on I he r eo n’s hate list is the guy 
who denies everything. “ I didn’t go through no 
stop sign,” he tells the policeman, trying to con­ 
vince himself. 
After a slow burn, the policeman says, “ I wouldn’t 
be standing here if you didn’t.” Then he lets go 
with the fireworks— both barrels. 


Here's Routine 


Suppose you get stopped for a violation. Here’s 
what happens. 
When Troopers stop a Pennsylvanian they have 
the right to cart him off immediately to the JP, 
but the policy is usually to “write him up,” and let 
the nearest available JP send a summons to the 
motorist by certified mail. 
Out-of-staters are usually taken immediately be­ 
fore the nearest available justice of the peace. On 
turnpike property they are taken to the nearest JP 
at the next nearest exit in the county where the 
violation occurred. 


Summary Proceedings 


Summary proceedings (all minor charges), begin 
when the JP receives the charges from the officer 
and he issues a summons for a hearing. The JP 
does this within seven days after receiving the 
charges and sends them off by certified mail. 
The violator must appear for a hearing within IO 
days after getting the summons. If the violator 
doesn’t appear within IO days, the JP issues a war­ 
rant to be served by a peace officer. 
The violator is taken before the nearest JP. That 
JP will take bail either for that person’s appearance 
before the original JP, or for his appearance before 
the proper court, if summary hearing is waived. 
Arrest Routine 
Persons arrested on view (immediately), whether 
they are out-of-staters or Pennsylvanians, are given 
a copy of the charges and offenses by the arresting 
officer.

New Attorney General 
Will Champion Rights 


WASHINGTON (UP) - William 
P. Rogers, the new attorney gen­ 
eral, will champion civil rights as 
staunchly as his predecessor, J u s ­ 
tice D epartm ent sources said to­ 
day. 


WASHINGTON < U P )-T h e White 
House said today that Adlai E. 
Stevenson has declined an admin­ 
istration invitation to help prepare 
the American program to be sub­ 
mitted to the 
December NATO 
meeting in Paris. 


But Eisenhower’s unsuccessful 
Democratic opponent in 1952 and 
1956 was willing, according to the 
White House, to give his views 
publicly on the program after it 
has been prepared. 
“ The 
administration plans 
to 
avail themselves of that offer of 
Mr. Stevenson,” Press Secretary 
Jam es C. Hagerty told newsmen. 


Stevenson was not invited to ac­ 
company the President to Paris, 
nor has the White House made 
any overtures to former President 
Trum an in connection with prepa­ 
ration of the program . Apparently 
Stevenson will be informed of the 
program after it is submitted to 
the NATO council meeting, and 
he then will m ake some public 
statement on what he thinks of it. 


The American program, accord­ 
ing to Hagerty, certainly will not 
be m ad e public before it is sub­ 
mitted to the NATO meeting which 
opens Dec. 16. 


Asked Free Cooperation

hower and Prim e Minister Harold
